Tomato growers in the Everglades 
are commenting on the fact—or-alleg- 
ing—that some of the fruit grown in, 
the muck soil ‘Of the Everglades was 
shipped during the season just -passed 
under the same labels that were used 
on crates of tomatoes that were grown 
in sandy land. 

The growers conchide from this that 
the “muck tomatoes” “stood up”. in 
shipment and that the commission 
house dealers and the consumers found 
them wholly satisfactory, and the grow- 
crs ask why the tomatoes are not pack- 
ed under labels which show them to 
be from the. Everglades. 

Probably in some cases the packers 
used the labels that were at hand, and 
With no intention to’ wi informa- 
tion as to the source of the shipment. 
And yet argument is made that it is to 
the interest of Everglades growers to 


[bave buyers think the shipnients came 


from the cast coast or the west coast, 


If Everglides tomatoes are not as 
food as coast tomatoes, haven't the 
coast growers a right to complain 


about the labeling?

Tomatoes Through St, Lucie 

* Stuart, June 11—The first commer- 
cial freighter to.come through the St. 
Lucie canal to’ Stuart on its way .to 
Jacksonville, warped into the city dock 
at Stuart at 3 o'clock last Friday aft- 
ernoon, It was the ship Mohawk, with 
tomatoes from the Lake 
Okceghobee farming district. It left 
Stuart for Jacksonville Friday even- 
ing. 

This epoch-marking event came un- 
heralded. For ten years. work on the 
St. Lucie canat has been under way. 
Residents of South Florida have watch- 
ed the progress of the dredges with 
considerable interest, aware that, when 
finished this-canal would be the chlef 
outlet for water freight from the Ev- 
erglades; traversing as it does the 
shortest route between Lake Okeecho- 
bee and the Atlantic Ocean. 

“The Mohawk will make regular trips 
from Lake Okeechobee to Jacksonville 
through the canal, carrying north the 
crops that are being raised in the in- 
terior and bringing back cargoes of 
The sav- 
ing in freight rates, according to-the 
men. behind this first St. Lucie canal 
traffic, will be enormous, As a result, 
the farmers will get larger prices for 
their crops and the cost of groceries 
will be greatly reduced. 

When the federal government com- 
pletes the opening of the, channel in 
the St. Lucie inlet, larger boats can 
ply between Stuart apd northern ports, 
and cargoes brought from the 
glades on barges and pma ire hters 
can be consolidated a p- 
ped in enotmous quantities on ocean- 
going craft, 

Status of work on St. Lucie canal is 
stated in a letter to E. A. Menninger, 
editor of the» South.

DAILY MAIL SERVICE TO CANAL POINT 
VIA CONNERS ROAD STARTS JULY 1 


West Palm Beach, June 7—Daily 
mail setvice to the Everglades schedul- 
ed to start July, another innovation 
brought about by that district's deyel- 
opment, was announced yestreday by 
Postmaster C. W. Campbell] He said 
that the post’ office department had let 
a contract to Charles A, Edwards of 
this city to make one round trip be- 
tween West Palm Beach and Canal 
Point every day except Sunday and to 
collect and distribute mail at aH inter- 
vening points for a_yearly compensa- 
tion of $2,200. y 

After he matter had been taken up 
at Washington more than six months 
ago, bids for the “Star route” were ‘let 
by ‘the post office department. 

Aside from replacing the boat mail 
service which makes deliveries every 
two days, Mr. Campbell ppinted ` out, 
that many homes and communities 
along the route, pow forced to come to 
West Palm Beach where they maintain 
post office boxes, can have mail deliv- 
cred direct to their home and taken up 
there if they wish. : 


A notice received from Washington 
yesterday stated that persons living 
along the route but out of the corporate 
limits of the communities affected could 
take advantage of the route by erect- 
ing suitable mail ‘boxes along the road 
in front of ‘their homes except.in case of 
registered mail.. This, is was thought, 
could particularly aid such communi- 
ties as Military Trail and nearby coun- 
try for-miles west of tite western. city 
limits besides the Loxahatchee Farms, 
Geerworth, and other small places. A 
post office for Geerworth hasbeen au- 
thorized, he said, but never started. 

Although the Conners highway, 
which forms the greatest part of the 
route will not be officially opened until 
three days after delivery starts the 
postmaster was confident he could ar- 
range for use of the road af:èr July 1 

Under his contract the carrier must 
leave West Palm Beach at 8 o'clock 
a, m, reaching Canal Point at’ 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon; leave there at 1:30; 
and arrive here with Everglades mail 
af%:30 the same day.
